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PROBLEM OF CRUISERS IS 
THE BONE OF CONTENTION 


Great Britain Holds Out To 
Obtain Seventy Vessels, 
While JapanSuggests Ten 
Is Right Number—United 
States P roposes To Fix 
Tonnage Total and Allow 
Nations To Decide Upon 
Class— Gibson Mak es Plea 
For Adjustment. 


The men who represent the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan ex- j 
plained before a plenary session of 
the Tripartite Naval conference the, 
viewpoints of their countries of the 
cruiser problem and when all 
was 
said, with firmness and good temper, 
the conference was adjourned to meet 
at the call of the secretary. 
No private meetings of plenipoten­ 
tiaries have been arranged, and the 
general opinion in Geneva is that if 
the delegates 
do 
not 
succeed 
in 
break ing the back of the cruiser pro­ 
gram within the next weeek , the con-1 
ference inevitably will have 
to be 
term inated with failure 
written on 
its register. 
Admiral 
Earl Jellicoe and W. C. 
frid ge man, first Lord of the Admir­ 
alty, spok e for Great Britain. 
Hugh S. Gibson set forth the atti­ 
tude of the United States, while Vis­ 
count Ishli made the specific proposal 
that the number of 10,000 cruisers for 
the United States and Great Britain 
be limited to ten, and that the limit 
for Japan be fixed at seven or less. 
Mr. Gibson gave assurance that if 
the proposals of Great Britain and 
Japan could be reconciled, American 
acceptance would be certain, and thus 
an agreement would be possible. 
The American pleaded for an agree- j 
ment among the three 
powers 
on ■ 
the ground that mutual 
confidence 
and the feeling of security to be de­ 
rived for an agreement would have 
more value than guns and ships. 
* 
Admiral Jellicoe argued that Great 
Britain must have at least 7 0 cruis­ 
ers to protect its lines of communica­ 
tion within the empire to k eep off the 
raiders should war again arise. 
Mr. Gibson, 
speak ing 
extempor­ 
aneously, declared that he did not 
wish to controvert anything said by 
the distinguished authority, Jellicoe, 
but the American delegation had se­ 
rious misgivings in regard to prepar­ 
ing in time of peace for all possible 
war contingencies. 
Moreover, he contended, this same 
duty 
of hunting 
down 
commerce 
raiders might fall to the lot of any 
of the three navies in wartime, and 
if they all insisted in peace time on 


building 
up their ships 
in order to 
perform this duty, it would effectively 
shut the door to real limitation. 
Expressing 
confidence 
that there 
was no thought of conflict 
zetween 
them, Mr. Gibson believed that each 
country could be left free within a 
carefully restricted 
tonnage limita- 
to build in each class as it might see 
fit. 
“For our part,” he said “we have 
no desire to question the right of 
others to choose the type of vessels 
that they desire within the general 
limitation fixed by the treaty. 
Mr. 
Gibson 
indicated 
that the 
America delegation was prepared to 
consider in a 
preliminary way the 
latest British proposal after an agree 
ment had been reached on the other 
problems, and was prepared also to 
suggest that, the conference 
to be 
held at Washington in 1931 be called 
early in the year, rather 
than Au­ 
gust 17 .

PROBLEM OF CRUISERS IS 
THE BONE OF CONTENTION 


Great Britain Holds Out To 
Obtain Seventy Vessels, 
While Japan^uggests Ten 
Is Right Number—United 
States P ro poses To Fix 
Tonnage Total and Allow 
Nations To Decide Upon 
Class— Gibson Makes Plea 
For Adjustment. 


The men who represent the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan ex­ 
plained before a plenary session of 
the Tripartite Naval conference the 
viewpoints of their countries of the 
cruiser problem and when all 
was 
said, with firmness and good temper, 
the conference was adjourned to meet 
at the call of the secretary. 
No private meetings of plenipoten­ 
tiaries have been arranged, and the 
general opinion in Geneva is that if 
the delegates 
do 
not 
succeed 
in 
breaking the back of the cruiser pro­ 
gram within the next weeek, the con­ 
ference inevitably will have 
to be 
terminated with failure written on 
its register. 
Admiral 
Earl Jellicoe and W. C. 
Bridgeman* first Lord of the Admir­ 
alty, spoke for Great Britain. 
Hugh S. Gibson set forth the atti­ 
tude of the United States, while Vis 
count Ishli made the s p e c if ic proposal 
that the number of 10,000 cruisers for 
the United States and Great Britain 
be limited to ten, and that the limit 
for Japan be fixed at seven or less. 
Mr. Gibson gave assurance that if 
the proposals of Great Britain and 
Japan could be reconciled, American 
acceptance would be certain, and thus 
an agreement would be possible. 
The American pleaded for an agree­ 
ment among the three 
powers 
on 
the ground that mutual 
confidence 
and the feeling of security to be de­ 
rived for an agreement would have 
more value than guns and ships. 
* 
Admiral Jellicoe argued that Great 
Britain must have at least 70 cruis­ 
ers to protect its lines of communica­ 
tion within the empire to keep off the 
raiders should war again arise. 
Mr. Gibson, 
speaking 
extempor­ 
aneously, declared that he did not 
wish to controvert anything said by 
the distinguished authority, Jellicoe, 
but the American delegation had se­ 
rious misgivings in regard to prepar­ 
ing in time of peace for all possible 
war contingencies. 
Moreover, he contended, this same 
duty 
of hunting 
down 
commerce 
raiders might fall to the lot of any 
of the three navies in wartime, and 
if they all insisted in peace time on 


building 
up their ships 
in order to 
perform this duty, it would effectively 
shut the door to real limitation. 
Expressing 
confidence 
that there 
was no thought of conflict 
zetween 
them, Mr. Gibson believed that each 
country could be left free within a 
carefully restricted 
tonnage limita- 
to build in each class as it might see 
fit. 
“For our part,” he said “we have 
no desire to question the right of 
others to choose the type of vessels 
that they desire within the general 
limitation fixed by the treaty. 
Mr. 
Gibson 
indicated 
that the 
Americn delegation was prepared to 
consider in a 
preliminary way the 
latest British proposal after an agree 
ment had been reached on the other 
problems, and was prepared also to 
suggest that, the conference 
to be 
held at Washington in 1931 be called 
early in the year, rather 
than Au­ 
gust 17.

Tiius con­ 
trol of color by industries advances 
from dependence upon the human eye. 
A color specimen in a holder is 
placed close to a hlgh-power electric 
lamp. Light is alternately reflected 
from It and from a block of magne­ 
sium carbonate, the whitest substance 
in the world. The variation of reflec-* 
tion from these two surfaces is reg­ 
istered by a photo-electric cell and 
transmitted in electric impulses either 
by wire or radio.

the tribute paid by this country last 
year to the fire fiend. 
It would seem 
that this 
great loss of 
human life 
would alone be sufficient to arouse us 
to greater efforts of fire prevention. 
It is hard to imagine a nation such 
as ours willing to lay this great hu­ 
man sacrifice upon the alters of Care­ 
lessness and Indifference. 
The nation would be shocked into 
swift and determined action by simi­ 
lar losses of life in any other way. 
If is were possible to assemble in 
one 
colossal pile 
all the 
buildings 
erected last year in the great cities of 
Philadelphia, Detroit, Cleveland, San- 
Francisco, 
Washington and 
Boston 
and touch a match to them so that 
they would blaze 
to 
heaven 
in 
a 
greater bonfire 
than the 
world has 
even known, we would have a spec­ 
tacular reproduction of our nation’s 
fire losses for the year, 192f>. 
If all the buildings erected in the 
United 
States last 
year could 
be 
placed on one long thorofare and then 
a gigantic 
hand were to 
apply the 
torch to every tenth building facing 
on this highway, we would have he- 
production of our annual fire losses. 
Let us remember that possibly 75 
per cent of 
this destruction 
of life 
and property is due to carelessness. 
It is 
a form of national 
thriftless­ 
ness. 
It is a tax which we as a na­ 
tion choose to impose upon ourselves 
thru sheer lack of care. 
One of our 
greatest thrift lessons will have been 
learned when we decide as a nation 
of people to put a stop to our prevent 
able fire losses.
